But, it added, “the agreement of the facts it contains 
with those we know is astonishing.” : 


The author, believed to be a 
European, sald he belonged to a 
band headed by a man who call- 
ead himself Salem Ben Nacer, 
although that, pbay not. be. his 
real nome. ~ 

“Without doubt he has_— al- 
ways been an outlaw,” sald the 
author. “Since his youth, ho 
kas travelled the trails of the 
south, s‘ealing along the way 
and "dling to defend his life. 
for a little water, or for a 
handful of dates or salt, And 
today? Doea he fight for that 
Tunisia which they say is his 
country? I don’t think so. He 
fights for the pleasure of it and 
because instinctively he hates 
the foretgner, the Rojml....

On July 31 when the first 
hearing of the application came 
before Mr Justlce Reynolds, his 
Lordship adjourned the applica- 
lion until today in order for 
Bailey to acck Counsel to arguo

This moming, Bailey, who 
wus not represented by Counsel 
asked for a further adjournment. 

His Lordship said that he had 
read Balley's Jetter and did not 
think that he had disclosed any 
adequate reason for the Court 
to grant on adjournment.

PROCEDURE 


The procedure in which Bailey
